III.  PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 

President  LaRocca  noted  that  today  will  be  Commissioner  Eickman's 
last  Arts  Commission  Meeting,  as  his  term  is  up  as  President  of 
the  Recreation  and  Parks  Commission.   He  praised  Commissioner 
Eickman's  outspokenness  and  effectiveness  as  a  liaison  between 
the  two  Commissions. 

Commissioner  Boas  arrived  at  3:30  p.m. 

IV.  DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 

Director  Isaacs  re-introduced  Anne  Smith,  originally  hired  as 
Festivals  Consultant,  in  her  new  role  as  interim  Director  of  the 
Neighborhood  Arts  Program.   Her  new  title  is  Coordinator  of 
Community  Relations  and  Festivals.   She  will  spend  75%  of  her 
time  on  NAP,  getting  in-put  from  the  community  as  to  the  future 
direction  of  these  Programs;  carry  out  policy,  supervise  the  NAP 
Assistant  Director;  she  will  continue  to  work  14  hours  a  week 
with  Festival  2000  and  the  Youth  Arts  Festival. 

At  Director  Isaacs'  request,  Commisioner  Okamoto  introduced 
Jennifer  Spangler,  the  new  ArtHouse  Pro.iect  Manager.   She  has 
three  years  experience  as  the  Operations  and  Marketing  Manager 
for  a  real  estate  appraisal  firm,  specializing  in  analysis  of 
live/work  projects,  both  in  San  Francisco  and  the  East  Bay.   As 
ArtHouse  Project  Manager,  she  will  connect  artists  with  building 
owners,  developers,  and  financiers.   In  addition  to  being  an 
artist,  Jennifer  has  acted  as  a  representative  for  several  Bay 
Area  painters.   Since  moving  to  the  Bay  Area  from  Ohio,  where  she 
received  a  degree  in  Business  and  Arts  Management,  she  has  been 
active  in  various  arts  organizations.   She  has  assisted  with 
special  events  and  fundraising  for  the  University  Art  Museum  and 
KALA  Institute  in  Berkeley,  and  has  been  a  decent  at  the  Museum 
of  Modern  Art. 

Director  Isaacs  reported  on  the  upcoming  change  of  headquarters 
for  the  Arts  Commission  (AC).   A  lease  is  being  negotiated  for 
space  on  the  second  and  fourth  floors,  and  basement  at  25  Van 
Ness  Street.   Seven  other  departments  in  this  building  are  eager 
to  sublet  meeting  room  space  from  the  Arts  Commission, 
documenting  their  needs  and  schedules  in  writing.   Currently  the 
AC  is  awaiting  preparation  of  the  lease  by  the  Real  Estate 
Department  in  a  complete  package.   Along  with  the  supplemental 
request  for  funds,  the  AC  will  go  before  the  Finance  Committee  of 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  requesting  funds  to  cover  the  following: 
leasing  through  the  end  of  June,  moving  expenses,  telephone 
installation,  and  a  money  work  order  to  Real  Estate  for  their

services  in  negotiating  the  lease.   Commissioners  will  need  to 
lobby  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  support  this. 

Awards  of  Honor 

Director  Isaacs  gave  a  brief  history  of  this  event:   In  the  early 
seventies,  the  AC  decided  to  hold  an  annual  event  acknowledging 
contributions  of  people  in  the  arts  in  San  Francisco.   Confined 
at  first  to  the  visual  arts,  it  was  eventually  broadened  to 
include  performing  and  literary  artists,  as  well  as  community 
activists  and  patrons.   Then,  this  event  became  a  fundraiser; 
first  at  the  Fairmount  for  two  years  and  then  the  Portman  Hotel 
in  1987.   The  monies  raised  went  to  the  Arts  Festival  for  two 
years,  and  the  last  reception  at  the  Portman  underwrote  the 
catalog,  "A  City  Collects".   However,  many  friends  and  colleagues 
of  the  awardees  could  not  afford  to  attend  these  events.   For  two 
years  — 1988  and  89 —  there  has  been  no  annual  event. 

Discussion  followed  concerning  how  awardees  are  selected,  what 
kind  of  event  to  have,  and  a  possible  timeline.   Commissioner 
LaRocca  noted  that  the  arts  community  looks  to  the  Arts 
Commission  for  such  recognition.   Jeanne  Bogardus  stated  that  the 
Friends  could  produce  an  Awards  event,  but  planning  needs  to 
begin  soon.   Director  Isaacs  suggested  a  Mayoral  presentation  at 
City  Hall,  as  opposed  to  a  banquet.   Commissioners  Healy, 
Eichelbaum  and  Genera  will  be  on  the  ad  hoc  planning  committee, 
with  Fall  1990  as  a  target  date.

State/Local  Partnership  Program  Committee  -  Rai  Okamoto.  Chair 

Commissioner  Okamoto  introduced  two  members  of  the  public  who 
gave  testimony  on  the  Arts  Policy  Plan  Summary  Draft: 

Jeff  Jones.  Arts  Consultant 

Mr.  Jones  stated  that  the  number  of  San  Francisco  bureaucracies 
making  decisions  about  the  arts,  and  their  complicated 
interrelationships,  are  too  confusing  to  the  artists  whom  they 
presumably  serve.   He  supported  the  Plan's  reconceptual ization  of 
the  Arts  Commission;  e.g.  the  proposed  study  of  the  similarities 
versus  differences  among  the  AC,  Grants  for  the  Arts,  Parks  and 
Recreation  and  Fine  Arts  Commissions  and  the  War  Memorial  Board, 
and  subsequent  consolidation  and  streamlining  of  procedures. 

He  cited  the  following  discrepancies: 

Goal  I,  policy  3.  page  2:  "The  City  will  promote  inclusion  of 
artistic  considerations  in  local  decision-making."   In  Grants  For 
The  Arts  fundraising  guidelines,  artistic  quality  is  not  a 
consideration. 

Policy  2.  page  4:  "...support  and  increase  the  promotion  of  the 
arts  and  arts  activities  throughout  the  City  for  the  benefit  of 
visitors,  tourists,  and  residents".   While  the  AC  feels  residents 
of  the  City  should  be  served,  GFTA  feels  they  are  not  a  priority. 

Goal  II,  Policy  1,  page  7:   "Develop  funding  sources  for 
individual  artists".   Current  system  funds  arts  organizations 
rather  than  individuals.   Excluded  from  such  support  are 
composers,  filmmakers,  painters,  sculptors,  poets,  novelists, 
graphic  designers,  etcetera.   The  only  current  direct  support  to 
individuals  are:   Percent  For  Art  Program;  a  small  grant  awarded 
by  GFTA  the  to  the  Film  Arts  Foundation;  and  a  small,  newly- 
established  Dance  Bay  Area  grant  for  choreographers. 

Policy  2.  items  3  and  4.  page  11:   Refers  to  increasing  City 
support  for  multicultural  organizations  and  "An  affirmative 
action  funding  program  ....  to  multicultural,  gay,  lesbian,  and 
women  artists  ....  by  1995."   Currently  such  funding  is  less  than 
5%,    and  it  is  insulting  to  perpetuate  this  until  1995. 

Goal  IV,  Policy  1,  item  2,  page  12:   "Provide  greater  public 
input  into  the  allocation  of  funding  to  the  arts".   Consensus  in 
Arts  Democratic  Club  is  that  'peer  panel'  review  process  is  a 
misnomer;  it  can  be  any  kind  of  panel  review. 
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VI.   COMMITTEE  REPORTS/State/Local /Testimony/Jones  (Continued) 

Policy  2,    page  14:   "Pursue  bond  issue  funding  in  support  of 
City-owned  arts  facilities".   Facilities  that  currently  get  bonds 
floated  for  them  are  the  large  museums,  ballet,  opera,  etcetera. 
Organizations  serving  other  communities  should  also  be  eligible. 

Policy  4,  Item  2.  page  15:   Refers  to  greater  community  access  to 
City-funded  facilities;  real  need  is  to  establish  process  that 
would  guarantee  access  by  multicultural  and  other  communities; 
e.g.  space/storage  rate  in  War  Memorial-operated  facilities  is 
currently  .21  cents  per  square  foot.   No  other  arts  organization 
in  the  City  can  rent  space  for  this  price.   Yet,  this  space  only 
serves  the  Opera,  Symphony,  and  Museum  of  Modern  Art. 

Policy  3,  page  17:   "Increase  use  of  City  owned  facilities  for 
the  arts".   See  above. 

Diana  Fuller.  Fuller  Gross  Gallery 

Document  raises  questions  dealing  with  interior/exterior  life  and 
responsibilities  of  the  City.   Exterior:   visitors,  tourists,  new 
organizations,  public  relations,  advertising,  etcetera.  Interior: 
residents/tax  payers,  communities.   Culture  is  that  which 
nurtures  the  soul  of  the  City.   Arts  organizations  support  this 
nurturing.   The  mandate  is  to  determine  the  practical  and 
possible  within  this  extraordinary  $3  billion  wish  list;  what  are 
the  priorities  within  this  entire  document  of  priorities. 

Both  Jeff  Jones  and  Diana  Fuller  praised  the  organized  lucidity 
of  this  Draft  Summary  and  commended  Paul  Lord  and  Leah  Forbes  for 
their  work.   Director  Isaacs  noted  that  Paul  Lord  and  George 
Williams,  Assistant  Director,  Plans  and  Programs,  Department  of 
City  Planning  created  the  Draft  Summary. 

Leah  Forbes  reported  that  cluster  groups  will  meet  this  month,  as 
will  City  Department  heads.   These  groups  will  have  finished 
meeting  by  the  end  of  February.   A  Draft  for  Citizen  Review  will 
be  ready  by  April;  and  after  these  hearings,  a  final  document 
will  be  ready  by  June. 

Some  discussion  followed  concerning  other  data  to  eventually  be 
incorporated  into  the  final  document.

Visual  Arts  Committee  -  Anne  Healy,  Chair 

Item  15  -  Diego  Rivera  Mural 

In  Commissioner  Healy's  absence,  Commissioner  Mesa-Bains  stated 
that  the  proposed  Resolution  approves  a  study  of  the  move  only, 
and  is  not  an  endorsement  of  it.   She  expressed  her  reservations 
of  the  Theatre  as  an  appropriate  site: 

a.  inaccessibility 

b.  lack  of  scope  to  view  the  mural  in  its  entirety 

c.  A  library,  rather  than  the  theatre,  was  the  original  site 
intended  for  the  mural,  but  was  not  built  because  of 
World  War  II.   Now  that  a  new  library  is  being  built, 

it  is  appropriate  that  the  mural  should  finally  go  where 
it  was  initially  intended. 

Commissioner  Sklar  stated  that  while  the  information  cards  are 
being  filled  out  and  collected  from  members  of  the  public  wishing 
to  testify,  the  Civic  Design  Review  Committee  could  give  its 
report. 

Civic  Design  Review  Committee  -  John  KrJken,  Chair 

Embarcadero  Expressway  decision 

Commissioner  Kriken  gave  the  floor  to  Commissioner  LaRocca,  who 
noted  that  a  decision  will  be  made  in  the  near  future  about 
whether  to  rehab  the  freeway  or  tear  it  down.   He  stated  that 
this  is  an  opportunity  for  this  Committee  to  speak  out  on  an 
issue  that  affects  the  physical  and  mental  environment  of  San 
Francisco,  rather  than  only  responding  to  projects  that  come 
before  it;  that  the  Arts  Commission  should  be  in  the  forefront  of 
this  debate. 
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Commissioners  expressed  several  concerns  during  discussion: 
The  freeway  must  come  down,  but  an  effective  alternative  plan 
must  be  implemented;  the  traffic  increase  in  downtown  San 
Francisco  since  freeway  closure  has  been  minimal;  the  drop  off  in 
business  in  places  such  as  Chinatown  is  due  to  a  post-earthquake 
drop  in  tourism,  not  closure  of  the  freeway;  the  current  freeway 
was  never  used  in  proportion  to  its  cost  and  capacity. 

Commissioner  Kriken  requested  that  Jill  Manton  give  an  overview 
of  pre-earthquake  Arts  Commission  involvement  in  the  Embarcadero 
roadway,  all  of  which  would  be  affected  by  freeway  demolition. 

Art  Enrichment  Curator  Jill  Manton  gave  a  brief  description  of 
each  of  the  four  projects  under  the  Embarcadero  Roadway  Project, 
and  an  update  on  the  management: 

a.  Development  of  new  light  rail  line  from  ferry  builaing  to 
6th  and  King  Street,  connecting  with  CalTrans  at  the 
Southern  Pacific  Depot. 

b.  Extension  of  Market  Street  historic  streetcar  line  from 
the  Ferry  Building  north  to  the  Fisherman's  Wharf  area. 

c.  Muni-Metro  Turnback.   The  Muni-Metro  underground  would 
slowly  emerge  from  the  Howard  Street  tunnel  connecting      j 
Howard  and  Market  and  be  able  to  turn  back  onto  Market      \ 
Street. 

d.  Embarcadero  surface  roadway,  extending  from  Northpoint  to 
Sixth  and  King  Streets,  and  includes  landscaping,  street 
furniture,  trash  receptacles,  street  traffic  signs,  utility 
poles,  catchbasin  and  manhole  structures,  sidewalks, 
crosswalks,  curbs,  and  asphalt  traffic  lanes.

305-90-149:   RESOLVED,  That  the  Civic      ADOPTED 
Design  Review  Committee  will  consider  all  points  raised 
today  during  discussion  of  the  proposed  Embarcadero  Freeway 
demolition,  and  will  draft  a  position  statement  from  the 
Arts  Commission  for  presentation  at  the  next  regular  monthly 
meeting  on  April  2. 

Commissioner  Kriken  stated  that  he  represents  the  Arts  Commission 
on  a  Mayor's  Committee  to  find  consensus  on  the  Yerba  Buena 
Center.   He  will  make  regular  reports  to  the  Commission. 

Commissioner  Mesa-Bains  stated  that  she  is  on  the  Board  of  the 
Yerba  Buena  Cultural  Center,  and  will  share  reporting  respon- 
sibilities with  Commissioner  Kriken. 
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The  Committee  report  having  concluded,  Commissioners  returned  to 
the  Visual  Arts  Committee's  Diego  Rivera  Mural  discussion. 

Visual  Arts  Committee 

Susan  Jackson,  David  Parr,  Don  Cate,  and  Stephen  Drewes  of  the 
Theatre  Arts  Department  of  San  Francisco  City  College  testified 
in  favor  of  keeping  the  mural  in  the  Theatre.   Reasons  cited 
were:   Damage  to  mural  and  building  resulting  from  move;  tneatre 
lobby  location  was  specifically  designed  for  mural;  this  is  a 
theatre  community  issue  as  well  as  a  visual  arts  issue;  a 
replacement  of  like  artistic  merit  should  be  installed,  should 
the  mural  eventually  be  moved;  seeing  the  mural  is  part  of  every 
theatre  goer's  experience;  a  larger  public  hearing  should  occur 
before  any  decision  is  made. 

Collections  Manager  Debra  Lehane  stated  that  City  College  Dean 
Willis  Kirk  initially  wrote  to  the  Visual  Arts  Committee, 
requesting  that  they  consider  this  item.   Upon  consideration,  the 
VAC  realized  how  much  information  the  Arts  Commission  does  not 
have  regarding  the  mural,  e.g.  how  it  is  installed.   This 
information  should  always  be  on  file,  and  for  this  reason  alone  a 
study  would  be  valuable.   She  noted  that  the  brother  of  the 
original  library  architect  Timothy  Pflueger  designed  the  theati'e 
lobby  space.   Some  further  discussion  occurred. 

The  following  MOTION  was  submitted  by  Commissioner  LaRocca, 
Seconded,  and  unanimously  ADOPTED; 

RESOLUTION  NO.  305-90-150:   Motion  to  approve  study       ADOPTED 

of  the  proposed  relocation  of  the  Diego  Rivera 
mural  at  City  College  from  the  Little  Theatre  to 
the  new  library  facility  presently  being  designed. 
Final  approval  of  the  relocation  will  be  contingent  upon 
approval  of  the  newly  designed  space  for  the  mural 
within  the  library,  review  of  the  method  of  removal 
and  installation  which  guarantees  safe  handling  of 
the  mural,  concern  for  the  theatre  building,  artistic 
replacement,  and  funding  of  the  project.   Arts 
Commission  staff  is  authorized  to  assist  the  College 
Art  Committee  with  this  research. 

Music  Committee  Meeting  -  Vernon  Alley,  Chair 

Commissioner  Alley  reported  that  the  1990  POPS  program  is  35%  in 
place.   The  March  3  meeting  was  very  exciting.   He  briefly  listed 
the  artists  and  conductors  who  will  perform.   Some  discussion 
occurred . 

Neighborhood  Arts  Program  Committee  -  Stanley  Eichelbaum.  Chair 

Commissioner  Eichelbaum  reported  that  the  Committee  decided,  at 
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its  March  1  meeting,  to  send  a  strong  resolution  by  the  Arts 
Commission  to  the  Mayor's  office  concerning  the  Western  Addition 
Cultural  Center.   Two  groups  are  fighting  to  control  the  building 

for  their  own  use,  and  to  cut  it  off  from  neighborhood  use  and 
its  current  board  of  directors.   Supervisor  Willie  Kennedy  has 
endorsed  this  move,  as  has  Deputy  Mayor  Claude  Everhart.   The 
Committee  was  never  consulted,  and  feels  that  the  Arts  Commission 
must  not  allow  this  to  go  into  effect  without  any  input,  as  WACC 
is  under  the  AC  purview. 

After  some  discussion  and  revision,  the  Commission  unanimously 
MOVED  to  place  the  resolution  on  the  Agenda.

Bayview  Opera  House,  and  has  managed  these  facilities       | 
through  major  changes,  including  the  transfer  of  f 

program  responsibility  to  community  boards  of  directors, 
and  the  care  of  the  physical  facilities  including 
capital  improvements  and  renovations  to  make  these 
facilities  safe  and  effective,  and 

WHEREAS,  this  Commission  recognizes  the  importance 
of  its  commitment  to  that  concept  at  this  time;  and 
opposes  the  intervention  of  special  interest  groups         j 
in  the  disposition  of  any  of  the  neighborhood  Cultural      ' 
Centers , 

LET  IT  NOW  THEREFORE  BE  AFFIRMED,  AND  LET  ALL  KNOW  that 
the  San  Francisco  Arts  Commission  upholds  RESOLUTION 
NO.  710-89-258,  unanimously  adopted  July  10,  1989, 
which  states: 
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"RESOLVED,  that  the  Arts  Commission,  as  sole 
agency  responsible  for  the  four  neighborhood 
cultural  centers,  reserves  the  right  to  make 
any  decision  as  to  the  disposition  of  the  four 
neighborhood  Cultural  Centers." 

And  the  Arts  Commission  FURTHER  AFFIRMS  its  right  to

WHEREAS,  the  Arts  Commission  is  charged  with  enhancing 
and  preserving  the  civic  design  of  the  city.

Commissioner  Sklar  stated  that  she  and  Director  Isaacs  have  begun 
reorganizing  the  Committees  --  in  particular  those  dealing  with 
the  Visual  Arts  --  by  consolidating  some  of  them  to  ensure  better 
attendance  and  better  focus. 

Commissioner  Okamoto  suggested  considering  a  Charter  change,  to 
allow  Ex-Officio  Commissioners  to  send  alternates  with  voting 
privileges  to  Arts  Commission  Meetings,  since  most  of  the  AC  Ex- 
Officios  can  never  make  meetings.   Some  discussion  occurred. 
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Commissioner  Sklar  stated  that  creation  of  a  long-range  planning 
committee  to  address  such  matters  is  part  of  the  overall  AC 
Committee  reorganization  plan. 

Director  Isaacs  reported  that  she  and  Commissioners  LaRocca  and 
Fowler  met  with  Supervisor  Nancy  Walker  last  week,  regarding  the 
AC  lease  at  25  Van  Ness  and  several  Charter  amendments  that 
Supervisor  Walker  wishes  to  introduce.   On  the  November  ballot,  a 
vote  would  be  taken  to  add  three  new  Commissioners  to  the  Arts 
Commission.   Some  discussion  occurred. 

Commissioner  Healy  thanked  Collections  Manager  Debra  Lehane  for 
her  hard  work  on  the  Goddess  of  Democracy  issue.

He  stated  that  various  municipalities  in  Northern 
California  have  successfully  worked  to  save  historic  theatres 
from  the  wrecking  ball. 

Mr.  Reineccius  described  several  theatres  to  be  included  in  the 
proposed  Historic  Entertainment  District  within  the  inner 
Mission,  and  gave  background  on  the  landmarking  process. 

Discussion  occurred  concerning  the  Arts  Commission's  role  in 
establishing  an  Historic  District. 

Roberto  Beragon,  Executive  Director  of  the  Mission  Economic 
Development  Association,  spoke  of  the  plans  and  goals  for 
economic  revi tal i zation  of  Mission  Street.

AND  RECOMMENDING  ADOPTION  OF  THE  CODE  TO  THE 

BOARD  OF  SUPERVISORS 

The  Art  Commission  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
does  resolve  as  follows: 

Section  1.    Definitions 

As  used  in  this  resolution: 

(a)  The  word  "Commission"  means  the  Art  Commission 
of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

(b)  The  words  "Conflict  of  Interest  Code"  mean  the 
Code  approved  pursuant  to  Section  2  of  this  resolution.

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IV.  DIRECTOR'S   REPORT 

Director  Isaacs  stated  that  the  Charter  Amendment  will  be  going 
before  the  Administrative  Oversight  Committee  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  on  June  26. 

She  stated  that  the  move  of  the  Arts  Commission  has  been  set  for 
June  28.   She  gave  details  of  negotiations  with  the  movers. 
Within  a  month  the  AC  should  be  settled  in  its  new  home. 

She  reported  on  her  meeting  with  the  California  Arts  Council  in 
Sacramento  on  May  31  and  June  1,  concerning  revising  the 
guidelines  of  the  State/Local  Partnership  Program,  authorizing 
a  maximum  amount  of  Level  I  funding,  for  administrative  expenses; 
to  be  increased  up  from  $12,000.00  to  $30,000.00,  to  be  matched 
one-to-one.   Level  II  funding,  for  programming,  will  also  be 
increased.   Level  III  funding  will  involve  a  county/city 
relationship,  but  will  not  involve  San  Francisco.   This  new 
funding  must  be  authorized  by  the  State  legislature. 

Director  Isaacs  also  reported  on  meeting  with  Lou  Turpin,  the 
Director  of  Airports,  concerning  restructuring  the  Airport  Joint 
Committee.   He  readily  agreed,  asking  that  the  AC  begin  planning 
the  Art  Enrichment  for  the  new  terminal  very  early,  so  as  to 
build  the  art  into  the  environment  rather  than  adding  it  later. 
Building  the  maintenance  costs  of  the  art  into  the  overall  budget 
was  also  discussed.   She  stated  that  he  also  offered  financial 
help,  if  needed,  with  ongoing  repairs  to  art  from  the  airport 
collection  damaged  in  last  fall's  earthquake.   She  stated  that 
the  AC'S  relationship  with  the  Airport  is  a  very  solid  one. 

Director  Isaacs  announced  a  press  conference  at  Coit  Tower  on 
June  26,  at  11:00  a.m.  to  announce  the  reopening  of  the  murals  to 
the  public  on  July  1,  upon  completion  of  the  barrier  system.   the 
Mayor  will  speak,  and  all  Commissioners  will  receive  an 
invitation  to  this  event. 

V.  REPORT  ON  UPCOMING  "GREAT  DUTCH  PAINTINGS  IN  AMERICA" 
EXHIBIT  AT  FINE  ARTS  MUSEUMS 

Alexandra  Phillips,  President,  Board  of  Trustees  of  Fine  Arts 
Museums  of  San  Francisco  and  Ex-Officio  Arts  Commissioner 

Commissioner  Phillips  reported  on  a  controversy  that  has 
developed  around  this  scheduled  exhibition  at  the  de  Young 
Museum.   She  stated  the  importance  of  the  AC,  as  another  cultural 
agency  in  the  City,  being  aware  of  the  situation.   She  described 
the  background  of  this  exhibition. 

Initially  organized  by  the  Hague  and  the  Mauritshuis  in  Holland 
in  commemoration  of  the  centenary  of  Royal  Dutch  Petroleum,  San 
Francisco  will  be  the  only  American  venue  of  this  exhibition  of 
Dutch  Old  Masters  Paintings.   Royal  Dutch's  sponsorship  has 
resulted  in  community  and  museum  staff  protest,  due  to  their  ties 
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to  South  Africa.   She  described  steps  taken  by  the  museum  to 
ameliorate  the  situation,  e.g.  no  funds  will  come  directly  from 
Royal  Dutch  to  the  museum;  staff  whose  dictates  of  conscience 
proscribe  their  working  on  the  exhibit  will  be  accommodated; 
advertising  of  the  exhibit  will  give  Royal  Dutch  very  low 
visibility;  the  museum  will  plan  an  exhibition  of  African 
American  art  in  the  near  future. 

She  stated  she  has  heard  that  the  Mayor  will  go  before  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  this  afternoon,  asking  them  to  join  him  in  a 
resolution  demanding  that  the  Fine  Arts  Museums  reassess  the 
situation  and  look  for  alternate  sponsorship. 

Commissioner  Phillips  stated  her  feeling,  and  that  of  the  Museum 
Board,  that  the  mission  of  an  art  museum  is  to  present  art,  and 
not  to  be  embroiled  in  political  discussion.   She  stated  her  hope 
that  as  the  situation  in  South  Africa  continues  to  improve,  the 
controversy  may  become  a  moot  point  in  six  months,  when  the 
exhibition  opens. 

Some  discussion  occurred.   Commissioner  Mesa-Bains  noted  that 
controversies  such  as  this  one  are  just  beginning.   She  stated 
that  this  also  raises  the  question  of  how  does  the  AC  support 
other  cultural  institutions  as  they  struggle  to  deal  with  these 
problems. 

Discussion  turned  to  matters  of  the  arts  and  censorship.   Arts 
Commission  Gallery  Director  Anne  Meissner  briefly  noted  her 
membership  in  the  steering  committee  of  the  Coalition  for  Freedom 
of  Expression.   Commissioner  Phillips  stated  that  in  conjunction 
with  the  Festival  at  the  end  of  June  sponsored  by  the  Coalition, 
the  Legion  of  Honor  will  drape  the  Rodin  sculpture,  "The 
Thinker",  for  one  hour  each  day  of  the  Festival,  noting  that  the 
sculpture  provoked  major  controversy  in  its  day. 

Director  Isaacs  noted  that  she  sent  a  letter  from  the  Arts 
Commission,  enclosing  the  Resolution  passed  at  the  7  May  Monthly 
Meeting,  endorsing  reauthorization  of  the  National  Endowment  for 
the  Arts,  to  members  of  the  Senate  and  Congress  as  well  as 
members  of  the  Commission  appointed  to  study  and  evaluate 
reauthorization  of  the  NEA.

Considerable  discussion  then  occurred  regarding  Patricia 
Johanson's  revised  design. 

For  the  record,  Commissioner  Healy  stated  that  the  new  design  is 
basically  the  same  as  what  was  previously  approved  by  the 
Commission,  however,  the  two  canti levered  overlooks  have  now  been 
eliminated  and  all  of  the  artist's  design  has  been  moved  to  the 
top  of  the  box.   It  is  now  a  very  benign  design.   Since  the  scope 
of  the  project  has  now  been  reduced  by  more  than  50%,  there  is 
absolutely  nothing  that  could  be  construed  as  fill  and  it  is 
basically  a  paving  and  landscape  project.   BCDC  staff  had  been 
concerned  that  the  canti levered  overlooks  cast  a  slight  shadow  on 
the  bay  mud/rip  rap  area  that  could  be  considered  as  additional 
fill.   It  was  because  of  this  concern  that  the  artist  revised  her 
design  once  again. 

Jill  Manton,  Director  of  the  Public  Art  Program,  elaborated  on 
the  situation,  at  Commissioner  Healy' s  request,  and  presented  and 
compared  drawings  of  the  revised  and  original  designs. 

Discussion  concerned  the  decision  to  bifurcate  the  art  enrichment 
budget  from  the  construction  budget  of  the  project,  and  how  this 
bifurcation  ran  counter  to  the  initial  approval  of  the  Civic 
Design  Review  Committee.   By  the  time  the  Visual  Arts  Committee 
learned  of  this,  it  was  too  late  to  restore  the  original  budget. 
Commissioners  agreed  that  this  was  a  classic  case  study  of  how 
complete  advantage  was  taken  of  the  transitional  state  of  the 
Arts  Commission,  at  that  time. 

Commissioner  Healy  stated  that  while  she  lacks  complete 
understanding  of  the  series  of  procedural  snafus  which  occurred, 
the  Arts  Commission  needs  to  work  to  establish  a  procedure  so 
that  this  can  never  happen  again.

Leah  Forbes  received  official  permission  from  Commission

regard  to  editing  the  Arts  Policy  Plan. 

Paul  Lord,  fellow  APP  coordinator  and  member  of  the  City  Planning 
Staff,  distributed  the  June  1990  Edition  of  "The  San  Francisco 
Arts  Economy",  containing  new  information  about  the  economic 
impact  of  for-profit,  arts-related  businesses.   He  briefly 
described  the  document  as  giving  an  overall  picture  of  the 
economic  impact  of  both  the  non-profit  and  for-profit  sectors. 

Some  further  discussion  occurred.  Leah  Forbes  reported  briefly  on 
the  California  State  Summer  School  for  the  Arts  Awards  Ceremony 
on  May  18.   She  stated  that  the  California  Arts  Council  has 
announced  its  State/Local  grant  awards  for  1990-91.   Because  15 
of  these  agencies  all  received  the  very  highest  rating  possible, 
the  allocations  will  be  down  slightly  from  $50,000.00  to  about 
$45,000.00. 

Commissioners  Phillips  and  Fowler  departed  and  arrived, 
respectively,  at  4:10  p.m.,  at  the  beginning  of  this  report. 

Festival  Committee  -  Amalia  Mesa-Bains,  Chair 

Commissioner  Mesa-Bains  reported  on  Festival  2000  fundraising 
efforts.  She  stated  that  while  the  national  picture  looks  very 
good,  they  have  reached  a  complete  impasse  with  the  local  private 
corporate  sector.   This  inability  to  leverage  local  monies  that 
were  expected  has  forced  the  Festival  Board  to  make  some 
problematic  cuts,  in  order  to  continue  into  the  next  phase 
without  a  sizeable  deficit.   A  number  of  grants  have  had  to  be 
rescinded,  reducing  the  programming. 

She  stated  that  this  discrepancy  between  the  national/ 
international  versus  local  perception  of  the  Festival  has  been 
discussed  in  a  community  meeting  where  various  plans  of  action 
have  been  suggested:   putting  collective,  community  pressure  on  a 
number  of  local,  unwilling  corporations  by  bringing  to  bear  upon 
them  some  sense  of  expectation  that  the  communities  have  of  them; 
particularly  those  which  have  large  labor  forces  composed  of 
those  segments  of  the  population  represented  in  this  Festival, 
which  they  are  not  supporting.   Bringing  to  bear  the  influence  of 
the  Mayor's  Office  on  those  corporations  was  also  proposed. 

Commissioner  Mesa-Bains  asked  the  Commission  for  support  in 
developing  ways  to  reach  these  corporations,  e.g.  talking  with 
Supervisors,  and  possibly  a  public  meeting  to  decry  the  lack  of 
local  support. 

Commissioner  Sklar  stated  that  a  letter  should  be  prepared  to 
Deputy  Mayor  James  Ho,  concerning  waking  up  the  local  corporate 
sector. 
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VII.  COMMITTEE  REPORTS/Festi val  (Continued) 

Commissioner  Mesa-Bains  stated  that  this  sector  must  be  made  to 
see  the  relationship  between  arts  and  culture,  social  issues,  and 
economic  health.   She  stated  that  it  has  been  very  painful  and 
disheartening  to  have  to  tell  artists  with  wonderful  projects 
that  there  is  no  local  financial  support. 

She  stated  that  funding  has  been  received  for  the  Humanities 
Forum  in  the  public  schools.   The  first  teacher  training  has  been 
completed  and  two  publications  will  be  produced:   A  cross- 
cultural  map  and  a  book  on  mask  making.   She  stated  that  the 
educational  component  is  on  solid  ground,  but  the  community 
projects  are  financially  wanting. 

Considerable  discussion  ensued  concerning  what  tactics  could  be 
effective  in  generating  local  corporate  support. 

Commissioner  Healy  departed  at  4:30  p.m.,  during  this  report.

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III.  PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 

Commissioner  Boas  expressed  her  delight  in  the  new  home  of  the 
Arts  Commission  and  the  official  Commission  Conference  room. 
She  praised  Director  Isaacs'  successful  efforts  in  bringing  about 
the  Arts  Commission's  relocation. 

IV.  DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 

Director  Isaacs  briefly  described  the  Arts  Commission's  location 
within  the  building  at  25  Van  Ness,  stating  her  joy  in  the 
Commission's  new  home. 

She  stated  that  the  larger  room  will  be  officially  known  as  the 
Conference  Room  and  the  smaller  adjacent  one  will  be  the  Meeting 
Room. 

For  the  present,  the  meeting  rooms  will  be  available  only  to  the 
Arts  Commission  until  these  needs  have  been  accurately 
determined,  and  then  they  will  be  made  available  to  colleagues  in 
the  building.   Assistant  Director  Dennis  Rumsey  will  keep  the 
calendar  and  book  the  rooms  for  meetings. 

a)    Charter  Amendment  -  November  Election 

Supervisor  Nancy  Walker  has  proposed  an  Amendment  to  the  City 
Charter  affecting  the  Arts  Commission.   Director  Isaacs  described 
the  Amendment,  stating  that  she  and  President  Sklar  have  met  with 
her. 

The  Changes:   The  Amendment  would  increase  the  number  of 
Commissioners  from  twelve  to  fourteen,  adding  a  film  and  video 
arts  professional  and  an  arts  educator.   The  number  of  Ex-Officio 
Commissioners  would  be  increased  from  five  to  six,  adding  the 
Chair  of  the  Asian  Art  Museum  Commission.   The  appointment  of  the 
two  new  Commissioners  would  be  made  not  later  than  January  15, 
1991,  for  a  five  year  term  each,  expiring  at  noon  on  January  15, 
1996.   A  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  official  business  of  the 
Arts  Commission  would  consist  of  eight  members,  rather  than 
seven. 

The  following  statement  will  be  changed  from:   "Nothing  herein 
contained  shall  be  construed  to  limit  or  abridge  the  legal  powers 
of  the  governing  boards  of  the  War  Memorial,  the  M.H.  de  Young 
Memorial  Museum  or  the  California  Palace  of  the  Legion  of  Honor" 
to:   "Nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to  limit  or 
abridge  the  legal  powers  of  the  governing  boards  of  the  War 
Memorial,  the  Fine  Arts  Museums,  or  the  Asian  Art  Museum". 

The  word  'art'  will  become  'arts',  making  'Arts  Commission' 
officially  the  Agency  name. 
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IV.   DIRECTOR'S  REPORT/Charter  Amendment  (Continued) 

Considerable  discussion  occurred,  with  the  Commissioners 
concluding  that  while  they  are  not  opposed  to  the  Amendment,  they 
will  not  vote  to  officially  endorse  it. 

Discussion:   Director  Isaacs  stated  that  this  issue  will  be  voted 
on  by  the  Administrative  and  Oversight  Committee  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  tomorrow,  July  10.   She  stated  that  she  will  be  asked 
what  the  Commission's  position  is,  and  she  felt  it  would  be  wise 
for  the  Commissioners  to  vote  in  support  of  it. 

Issues  raised  during  discussion: 

1.  There  is  a  Film  and  Video  Art  Commission  so  why  put  a 
representative  of  this  art  form  on  the  Arts  Commission? 

2.  Independent,  non-commercial  film  makers  labor  without 
recognition  and  this  could  give  them  a  voice. 

3.  This  action  sets  a  precedent  for  Supervisors  inventing 
something  relating  to  the  arts,  impacting  directly  on  the 
Commission,  in  which  Commissioners  have  had  little  or  no 
involvement  in  making  decisions  concerning  it;  and  are  then 
expected  to  provide  an  automatic  endorsement. 

4.  One  Commissioner  referred  to  the  language,  "Said  Commission 
shall  so  act  and  its  approval  shall  be  required  for  every 
such  structure  which  shall  hereafter  be  erected  or 
contracted  for,  and  may  advise  in  respect  to  lines,  grades, 
and  platting  of  public  ways  and  grounds";  stating  he  has 
never  been  asked  for  advice  on  platting  public  streets. 
Some  discussion  occurred  with  the  difference  between 
'advice'  and  'approval'  being  noted.   Director  Isaacs  stated 
that  the  Recreation  and  Parks  Commission  has  actual  approval 
in  this  area  and  may  refer  a  matter  to  the  Arts  Commission 
for  'advice',  but  this  is  not  frequently  done.   Changing 
the  word  'structure'  to  'construction'  was  proposed.   It  was 
agreed  not  to  press  ahead  with  any  changes  in  this  instance 
for  the  upcoming  November  election. 

5.  Director  Isaacs  noted  that  such  changes  as  to  the  role  of 
the  Arts  Commission  as  it  relates  to  other  Departments  can 
also  be  dealt  with  in  the  Arts  Policy  Plan. 

6.  A  presentation  should  be  made  to  the  Supervisors  by  Arts 
Commissioners  this  fall  to  promote  a  more  contemporary  view 
of  the  Agency;  to  facilitate  a  better  understanding  and 
dialog  between  the  two  entities.   The  role  of  the  Commission 
needs  to  be  understood  as  'pro  active'  rather  than 
'reactive'.   This  'fait  accompli'  presentation  underscores 
the  need  for  such  a  meeting. 
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IV.  DIRECTOR'S  REPORT/Charter  Amendment  (Continued) 

7.  When  the  Arts  Policy  Plan  is  completed,  the  Commission 
needs  to  work  on  an  Agency  Plan. 

8.  An  arts  education  representative  on  the  Arts  Commission 
will  send  a  strong  signal  to  the  community  of  the 
Commission's  interest  and  support  for  this  neglected  area. 
It  was  noted  that  there  are  65,000  school  children  in  San 
Francisco  presently  served  by  only  one  arts  education 
special ist. 

9.  There  are  already  three  unstaffed  programs  represented 
by  three  Commissioners:   Dance,  drama,  and  literature. 
Taking  on  yet  two  more  unstaffed  posts  will  raise 
expectations  for  services  which  the  Commission  cannot, 
but  would  like  to,  provide. 

10.  There  was  consensus  that  as  the  Board  of  Supervisors  wishes 
to  expand  the  number  of  Commissioners,  they  should 
understand  that  with  this  expansion  comes  the  need  for 
increased  budget  and  staffing. 

Director  Isaacs  clarified  that  an  Arts  Commissioner  will  not 
serve  as  an  Ex-Officio  on  the  Film  Commission,  and  vice  versa. 

Some  more  discussion  occurred.   Director  Isaacs  stated  that  she 
will  carry  these  opinions  and  issues  raised  to  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  at  tomorrow's  meeting.

He  suggested  meeting 
there  to  explore  the  physical  location,  and  then  returning  to  the 
Commission  headquarters  to  discuss  the  prospects.

Theatre  Committee  -  Kim  Fowler.  Chair 

Commissioner  Fowler  briefly  noted  the  ongoing  censorship 
controversy  surrounding  the  NEA,  and  future  implications  for  the 
performing  arts.   She  stated  that  this  is  just  the  beginning  and 
all  art  forms  will  ultimately  become  affected.   Some  discussion 
occurred.

VII.  UNFINISHED  BUSINESS 

Commissioner  Okamoto  noted  hearing  on  the  radio  about  an  incident 
at  the  Arts  Commission  Gallery  and  asked  Director  Isaacs  to 
comment.   Director  Isaacs  related  that  she  had  just  recently 
learned  that  in  October  1989  a  police  sergeant  had  come  to  the 
Gallery  while  it  was  exhibiting  the  anti-censorship  exhibition 
"What's  Wrong  With  This  Picture?"  to  ask  about  a  photograph 
contained  as  part  of  a  collage  created  by  the  group  "Boy  With 
Arms  Akimbo".   The  officer  had  come  to  investigate  a  community- 
originated  complaint. 

Isaacs  had  learned  of  this  incident  from  Gallery  Director  Anne 
Meissner  at  the  hearing  conducted  by  the  City  Services  Committee 
of  the  Board  of  Supervisors.   The  Committee  was  meeting  to  decide 
on  Supervisor  Terence  Hallinan's  motion  to  request  the  District 
Attorney's  office  to  drop  charges  against  Joseph  Semien,  the 
photographer  who  had  made  internegati ves  of  Jock  Sturges'  work, 
and  the  only  person  arrested  and  charged  to  date  in  that 
situation,  and  also  to  request  that  the  United  States  Attorney 
General  request  the  FBI  to  cease  its  investigation — no  charges  to 
date — against  the  photographer  Jock  Sturges.   Background  note: 
This  issue  has  been  covered  in  the  press  as  part  of  the  attacks 
against  the  National  Endowment  for  the  Arts  controversy  around 
grants  to  well  known  artists,  and  with  special  respect  to  the 
exhibition  of  the  work  of  Robert  Mapplethorpe.   The  hearing  was 
being  conducted  because  many  in  the  community  considered  that  Mr. 
Sturges  was  a  well  known  photographer  who  has  shown  at  museums 
through  the  U.S.  but  was  being  unfairly  persecuted  by  the  FBI, 
and  that  Mr.  Semien  was  caught  up  on  circumstances  with  which  he 
had  nothing  to  do.   The  issue  concerns  whether  photographs  of 
children  taken  in  the  nude  with  parental  permission  can  still  be 
considered  pornographic  under  certain  circumstances. 
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VII.  UNFINISHED  BUSINESS  (Continued) 

Director  Isaacs  explained  that  she  testified  as  an  individual  at 
the  Supervisor's  hearing  as  a  matter  of  conscience.   Immediately 
prior  to  doing  so,  in  the  hallway  she  learned  that  Jock  Sturges 
had  once  exhibited  at  the  Arts  Commission  Gallery  in  the  early 
1980's  and  also  heard  from  Anne  Meissner  about  the  incident  last 
fall.   She  mentioned  this  in  context  during  her  testimony. 

Later,  Isaacs  asked  Meissner  why  she  had  not  mentioned  this 
earlier,  and  Meissner  explained  that  she  had  been  "Exhausted, 
frightened,  and  intimidated"  at  the  time  by  the  police  visit  as 
well  as  the  many  demonstrations  and  difficulties  surrounding  the 
exhibition — which  had  been  picketed  by  allies  of  Billie  Grace 
Lynn  who  had  charged  that  her  own  work  in  the  immediately 
preceding  exhibition  had  been  censored. 

As  a  result  of  this  testimony,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  requested 
further  information  about  the  incident  of  the  police 
investigation  of — as  the  Supervisors  put  it — "our  own  City 
Gallery",  and  stated  that  they  were  extremely  concerned. 
Press  who  called  later  were  referred  to  Supervisor  Hallinan  for 
comment  and  the  story  was  carried  in  the  news  on  July  4. 

Some  discussion  occurred  with  consensus  being  that  should  an 
incident  of  this  type  occur  again,  Anne  Meissner  should 
immediately  report  it  to  Claire  Isaacs. 

Director  Isaacs  referred  to  a  memo  sent  to  the  Commissioners 
during  the  last  week  of  June,  requesting  that  they  state  their 
first  and  second  choices  for  committees  on  which  they  wish  to 
serve.   She  urged  them  to  get  back  to  her  about  this  by  July  20, 
so  it  may  be  discussed  at  the  August  meeting.   Several  committees 
are  understaffed. 

She  announced  that  for  the  first  time  in  his  career  Allan  Temko 
has  written  favorably  about  the  Arts  Commission.   She  referred  to 
a  front  page  article  in  the  San  Francisco  Chronicle  wherein  he 
praised  the  Arts  Commission's  resolution  approving  the 
curvilinear  facade  for  the  new  Hall  of  Justice  detention 
f aci 1 ity . 

VIII.  NEW  BUSINESS

PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 

Commissioner  Sklar  reported  that  this  was  the  highest  grossing 
POPS  season  ever.   She  congratulated  the  Music  Committee  on  their 
hard  work. 
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III.  PRESIDENT'S  REPORT  (Continued) 

She  reported  for  the  record  that  Director  Isaacs  officially 
submitted  her  resignation  to  the  Commissioners  today.   This  will 
be  a  friendly  departure,  and  Director  Isaacs  has  served  as  a 
mentor  and  teacher  during  the  first  year  of  the  new  Commission. 
She  stated  that  the  Director's  position  is  one  of  enormous 
responsibility  with  a  talented  but  small  staff,  and  she  will  be 
greatly  missed.

Commissioner  Mesa-Bains  gave  a  brief  description  of  several  pre- 
events,  beginning  October  4,  with  Opening  Night  at  the  Opera 
House . 

She  stated  that  the  budget  is  on  target.   Substantial  grants  have 
been  received  from  the  NEA,  Wells  Fargo,  and  Olympia  and  York. 
However,  the  Festival  is  in  need  of  individual  donors,  and 
Commissioners  will  soon  be  approached  to  join  the  200  Circle  of 
Friends. 

Anne  Smith,  Festivals  Coordinator,  called  for  volunteers  for  the 
various  events  from  October  6-23.   She  stated  she  will  be 
contacting  Commissioners  individually  to  answer  questions  and 
determine  what  role  each  would  like  to  play  in  the  Festival,  e.g. 
as  a  guest  host  or  hostess  of  an  event. 

Director  Isaacs  stated  that  Cab  Calloway  Night  at  the  POPS  was  a 
successful  marriage  between  the  Symphony  POPS  and  Festival  2000. 
Dimensions  Dance  Theatre  performed  as  part  of  a  series  of 
symphonic  salutes  to  various  artists,  among  which  was  a  cake  walk 
to  Scott  Joplin  music.   Conductor  Andrew  Massey  had  introduced 
Festival  2000  Director  Lennie  Sloan,  who  announced  the  Festival, 
giving  it  a  lot  of  visibility. 

The  Symphony  mentioned  to  Director  Isaacs  that  they  would  like  to 
do  more  of  this  kind  of  collaboration  next  year.   She  cited  this 
as  an  excellent  marriage  between  a  large  budget  institution  and  a 
smaller  one. 

Theatre  Committee  -  Kim  Fowler.  Chair  -  No  report. 

Airport  Joint  Committee  -  Dodie  Rosekrans,  Chair  -  No  report. 

Neighborhood  Arts  Program  Committee  -  Stanley  Eichelbaum.  Chair 

a.   The  Western  Addition  Cultural  Center  MOD 

Commissioner  Eichelbaum  opened  discussion  concerning  future 
direction  of  the  Western  Addition  Cultural  Center.    A  lease  is 
currently  being  created  giving  eventual  directorship  to  an  as  yet 
undetermined  entity.   This  entity  will  consist  of  some 
combination  of  the  current  Board —  Supporters  of  the  Western 
Addition  Cultural  Center  (SOWACC) — and  members  from  two  tenant 
groups,  the  African-American  Historical  Society  and  the  Wajumbe 
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VI.   COMMITTEE  REPORTS/NAP/WACC  MOU  (Discussion  continued) 

Cultural  Institution.   The  lease  will  take  an  indefinite  period 
of  time  to  be  created. 

In  the  meantime,  SOWACC  requests  a  one  year  Memorandum  of 
Understanding  (MOU),  so  that  it  may  continue  the  programs 
currently  underway  at  the  Center,  and  continue  to  apply  for  and 
receive  funding  for  these  programs.   SOWACC  is  currently 
operating  the  Center  without  any  legal  definition  of  the 
relationship  between  SOWACC,  the  Arts  Commission,  and  the  City. 
Some  kind  of  agreement  must  be  formulated  soon,  so  that  the 
Center  may  stay  open. 

Commissioner  Eichelbaum  stated  that  an  MOU  has  been  drawn  up,  but 
has  not  yet  been  reviewed  by  the  City  Attorney.   However,  the 
City  Attorney  feels  the  one  year  time  frame  is  ill-advised,  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  a  lease  is  being  drawn  up. 

Several  Directors  of  SOWACC  and  a  Program  Director  were  present 
and  testified  as  to  the  need  of  a  one-year  MOU.   These  were: 

Gil  Gordon  -  Executive  Director 

Charles  Higgins  -  President,  Operation  Contact 

Paul  Haynes  -  Director 

Howard  Mitchell  -  Director 

Nashid  Ahmad  -  Director 

During  individual  testimony,  these  points  were  raised: 

1.  Advanced  programming  and  plans  for  funding  cannot  go 
forward  if  the  future  of  the  Center  is  undefined.   Funding 
is  very  difficult  to  come  by  for  inner  city  programs  under 
the  best  of  circumstances.   Grants-makers  regard  them  very 
cautiously.   If  there  is  an  inkling  that  leadership  is 
unsure,  it  is  impossible.   Holding  up  the  MOU  is  a 
disservice  in  this  regard. 

2.  Wajumbe  has  never  been  current  with  their  rent  in  four 
years.   If  they  cannot  manage  their  own  finances,  how 
can  they  be  expected  to  manage  those  of  the  entire 
Center? 

3.  The  Community  will  suffer  if  programming  is  interrupted. 
Specifically,  Operation  Contact's  talent  show  at  WACC  works 
with  housing  project  at-risk  youth  to  guide  them  away  from 
drugs  and  gangs. 

4.  Accusations  by  Wajumbe  and  the  African-American  Historical 
Society  that  under  the  current  board,  SOWACC,  the  Center 
does  not  serve  the  needs  of  the  Community  are  untrue.   In 
fact,  no  other  entity  showed  the  slightest  interest  in 
running  the  Center  until  it  began  to  make  substantial 
inroads  into  the  community  under  the  current  leadership. 
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Neither  Wajumbe  nor  AAHS  has  indicated  what  their  plans 
for  the  Center  are,  or  what  kind  of  programming  they  would 
implement.   The  hidden  agenda  of  those  who  wish  to  go  from 
being  tenants  to  being  landlords  needs  to  be  examined. 

5.    Working  out  the  lease  could  go  on  indefinitely  and  a  year  is 
a  standard  time-length  for  an  MOU,  regardless.   Without  one, 
there  is  no  substantial  definition  of  the  relationship 
between  SOWACC,  the  owner  of  the  building  (the  City),  and 
the  Arts  Commission. 

7.  Deputy  Mayor  Claude  Everhart  has  taken  a  hands-off  policy 
in  the  negotiation  for  the  lease.   He  has  stated  that 
SOWACC,  Wajumbe,  and  AAHS  must  sit  down  to  negotiate  the 
lease  and  he  will  intervene  only  if  absolutely  necessary. 
SOWACC  has  stated  its  willingness  to  sit  down  with  WAJUMBE 
and  AAHS  and  work  out  the  lease. 

8.  SOWACC  has  complied  with  all  requirements  laid  down  by 
the  Arts  Commission  over  the  years:   They  have  received 
their  501C3  non-profit  status  and  their  certificate  of 
insurance. 

10.  The  Managing  Board  should  not  be  in  the  position  of 
competing  with  Wajumbe  for  the  running  of  the  Center. 

11.  Many  of  those  individuals  with  whom  Wajumbe  has  teamed  up 
politically  have  never  actually  been  to  the  Western  Addition 
Cultural  Center. 

Some  discussion  followed  regarding  how  the  AC  can  signal  its 
intention  to  the  community,  regarding  the  MOU.

extended  loan  of  the  Mark  Adams  Tapestries  to  the 
Fine  Arts  Museum  until  a  new  location  in  the  future 
"Central  Terminal"  at  the  San  Francisco  International 
Airport  is  completed. 

Commissioners  unanimously  agreed  to  place  the  following  item  on 
the  Agenda: 

3.   Consent  Calendar  Item  21/Time  Capsule/Discussion  and 
Amendment  of  Resolution  No.  905-90-295 

Commissioner  Boas  stated  that  she  would  have  removed  this  item 
from  the  Consent  Calendar,  had  she  realized  it  was  included.   She 
felt  that  at  the  last  Committee  Meeting,  insufficient  information 
was  given  regarding  the  contents  of  the  time  capsule.   She  also 
objected  to  moving  the  event  up  to  the  seventh  from  the  ninth  of 
September,  without  this  clarification. 

Gallery  Director  Anne  Meissner  stated  that  the  contents  of  the 
box  will  be  listed  and  discussed  at  the  Advisory  Board  Meeting 
today,  at  4:30  p.m.   This  project  was  initiated  by  Board  member 
Glen  Helfand.   The  date  was  changed  to  coincide  with  other  such 
anti-censorship  events  across  the  nation  in  support  of  the  NEA. 

Discussion  occurred,  and  the  following  points  were  raised: 

a.  This  relates  to  an  ongoing  problem  of  the  Gallery  coming 
to  the  VAC  for  approval  of  its  proposals,  without  complete 
information.   The  Commissioners  need  to  know  exactly  what 
they  are  agreeing  to. 

b.  That  Mark  Pauline  is  one  of  the  artists  whose  work  will  be 
interred,  and  that  he  caused  trouble  at  a  Chicago  arts 
event  for  non-compliance  with  a  requirement  to  state  what 
he  was  going  to  do,  should  have  been  sufficient  reason  to 
keep  the  Committee  informed. 
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c.  An  August  30  press  release  by  the  Gallery  was  based  on 
something  passed  in  Committee  only.   Nothing  is  final  until 
it  has  been  approved  by  the  full  Commission. 

d.  While  it  is  in  the  ground  and  therefore  invisible,  it  is 
also  a  media  event,  giving  high  visibility  to  the  objects 
placed  there. 

Anne  Meissner  apologized  for  the  premature  press  release  and 
stated  she  would  make  the  list  of  artists  available  to 
Commissioners  immediately  upon  receipt  of  the  list  today.   She 
had  not  anticipated  further  discussion  today,  let  alone 
opposition,  following  initial  Committee  approval  of  the  event. 
She  added  that  recently  the  Gallery  has  been  quick  to  respond  to 
the  crisis  surrounding  endangerment  of  the  NEA  with  community 
service  events  such  as  this,  and  the  course  of  events  does  not 
always  make  it  easy  to  keep  Commissioners  informed  in  advance  at 
meeti  ngs. 

Given  that  the  Gallery  has  a  staff  of  two,  this  kind  of 
spontaneous  event  will  not  continue  to  be  feasible.   Hence,  some 
of  these  problems  will  not  continue  to  arise. 

Commissioners  unanimously  agreed  to  amend  Resolution  No.  905-90- 
295.   The  amended  resolution  was  Moved  by  Commissioner  Healy, 
SECONDED,  and  unanimously  ADOPTED  as  follows: 

RESOLUTION  NO.  905-90-300:   Motion  to  endorse  ADOPTED 

the  concept  of  the  Arts  Commission  Gallery  proposal 

for  interment  of  Preservation  of  Expression  Time  Capsule 

at  City/Site  on  September  7,  1990,  and 

FURTHER  MOVED,  that  while  the  Arts  Commission  does  support 
freedom  of  expression.  Commissioners  cannot  endorse  specific 
artists  and  objects  in  the  absence  of  specific  information. 

Finance  Committee  -  Barbara  Sklar.  Chair 

Commissioner  Sklar  stated  that  with  Commissioner  Fowler's 
resignation,  only  she  and  Commissioner  Boas  are  currently  serving 
on  this  Committee.   She  requested  that  someone  else  please  attend 
the  next  Committee  meeting  on  Tuesday,  September  18  at  9:00  a.m. 
and  possibly  serve  for  at  least  a  three  month  period.   This 
Committee  is  the  seat  of  power  and  more  Commissioners  are 
urgently  needed  to  help  make  decisions. 

Long  Range  Planning  Committee  -  Robert  LaRocca.  Chair 

No  report. 

Festival  Committee  -  Amalia  Mesa-Bains,  Chair  -  No  report. 
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Music  Committee  Meeting  -  Vernon  Alley.  Chair 

Commissioner  Alley  and  Director  Isaacs  stated  that  the  final  net 
profit  figures  are  not  available  yet  from  the  POPS.   However  the 
gross  was  $603,000.00,  the  highest  ever  in  the  history  of  the 
POPS. 

Civic  Design  Review  Committee  -  John  Kriken.  Chair 

Commissioner  Kriken  reported  that  in  order  to  get  certain  seismic 
improvements  for  the  Turk  Fillmore  Building,  which  is  owned  by 
the  Arts  Commission,  a  resolution  must  be  passed  stating  the 
Agency's  intent  to  use  the  building. 

Following  brief  discussion,  the  following  Resolution  was  MOVED  by 
Commissioner  Kriken,  SECONDED,  and  unanimously  ADOPTED: 

RESOLUTION  NO.  905-90-301:   WHEREAS,  the  Municipal        ADOPTED 

Railway  Powerhouse  at  Turk  and  Fillmore  Streets  is 
designated  an  historic  landmark,  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Powerhouse  is  now  vacant  property  and 
has  been  assigned  to  the  San  Francisco  Arts  Commission 
by  the  Property  Management  Department  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco,  and 

WHEREAS,  there  exists  a  scarcity  of  arts  and  cultural 
presentation  spaces  in  San  Francisco,  and  several 
cultural  groups  have  indicated  an  interest  in  renovating 
the  Powerhouse  for  cultural  programming,  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Arts  Commission  must  continue  its  role  in 
determining  the  best  use  of  the  facility  for  the  arts 
community  and  the  community  at  large,  therefore 

BE  IT  RESOLVED,  that  this  Commission  reaffirms  its 
commitment  to  the  development  of  the  Turk  Fillmore  building 
as  stated  in  its  Resolution  No.  160-1985,  and  supports 
current  projects  proposed  to  repair  its  existing  structure. 

Brief  discussion  followed.   NAP  Assistant  Director  Fe  Bongolan 
detailed  some  of  the  repairs  proposed. 

Street  Artists  Program  Committee  -  Daniel  Genera,  Chair 

Commissioner  Genera  reported  that  the  Committee  is  receiving 
considerable  opposition  to  the  temporary  Christmas  selling  spaces 
from  the  merchants.   He  referred  to  a  memo  sent  to  Commissioners 
from  Howard  Lazar  detailing  this  situation.   He  noted  that  the 
Union  Square  Merchants'  Association  and  the  Noe  Valley  Merchants' 
Association  in  particular  are  opposed  to  any  new  spaces  and  to 
the  extended  time  period.   The  time  has  been  extended  from  the

day  after  Thanksgiving  until  January  31.   Formerly,  it  was 
December  31.   No  new  spaces  will  be  added  in  the  downtown  area 
this  year. 

Program  Director  Howard  Lazar  stated  that  39  new  spaces  will  be 
added  to  California  Street  between  Kearny  and  Battery  Streets 
this  year.   No  merchants  are  located  in  this  area.   Discussion 
occurred  with  the  point  being  raised  that  even  if  this  proves  to 
be  a  poor  selling  area,  "non-profits"  and  illegals  will  move  in 
if  it  is  not  regulated  by  the  Program.   Therefore,  even  should 
street  artists  not  show  up  to  sell  there,  it  is  still  better  to 
have  this  area  under  Program  jurisdiction. 

Some  further  discussion  occurred.   Mr.  Lazar  responded  to 
Commissioners'  questions,  detailing  the  problems  involved  in 
keeping  vendors  of  pre-f abricated ,  non-handcrafted  goods  off  the 
streets,  location  of  legitimate  Program  selling  spaces,  etcetera. 

Commissioner  Kriken  departed  at  4:10  p.m.  to  make  a  phone  call 
and  returned  at  4:15  p.m.,  at  the  end  of  this  report. 

Literature  Committee  -  Stanley  Eichelbaum.  Chair  -  No  report. 

Theatre  Committee  -  Dissolved  as  of  Kim  Fowler's  resignation. 

Neighborhood  Arts  Program  Committee  -  Stanley  Eichelbaum.  Chair 

Commissioner  Eichelbaum  reported  that  the  one  year  Memorandum  Of 
Understanding  (MOU)  for  the  Western  Addition  Cultural  Center 
(WACO  has  been  approved  by  the  Center's  Board  (SOWACC)  and  by 
the  City  Attorney's  Office  and  is  ready  for  the  Commission 
President's  signature. 

Commissioner  Sklar  reported  that  one  hour  before  today's  meeting, 
she  was  told  by  Deputy  Mayor  Claude  Everhart  that  City  Attorney 
Kathryn  Pennypacker  advised  against  signing  a  one  year  MOU. 

Fe  Bongolan  and  Commissioner  Eichelbaum  expressed  complete 
surprise.   Bongolan  left  the  room  to  phone  Pennypacker. 
She  returned  shortly,  not  having  been  able  to  reach  her. 

Director  Isaacs  strongly  advised  in  favor  of  signing  the  MOU. 
She  stated  that  a  month-to-month  MOU  puts  SOWACC  in  an  untenable 
position,  and  the  lease  will  take  many  months,  if  not  a  year,  to 
work  out.   The  Commission  is  honor  bound  to  sign  an  agreement 
enabling  the  Board  to  make  contracts,  raise  money,  and  do 
programs. 

Bongolan  stated  that  as  late  as  Monday,  Pennypacker  had  advised 
Bongolan  that  she  had  investigated  the  Charter,  the  role  of  the 
Commission,  and  the  Mayor's  and  Mayor's  staff's  roles  and 
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responsibilities.   Pennypacker  advised  that  his  staff  should  not 
be  intervening  in  any  projects  or  properties  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  a  Commission. 

More  discussion  occurred  with  Commissioner  Sklar  reiterating  that 
how  she  feels  personally  is  not  the  issue;  whether  or  not  the  MOU 
is  legally  valid  is  the  issue.   Her  conversation  with  Everhart 
left  her  in  doubt. 

Bongolan  noted  that  one  of  the  resident  groups  interested  in 
running  the  Center,  has  recently  applied  for  a  housing  loan  from 
the  Mayor's  Office,  using  the  unsigned  draft  of  a  lease  developed 
in  July,  as  proof  of  a  vested  interest  in  the  building.   Director 
Isaacs  stated  that  this  is  an  inappropriate  way  to  proceed.   They 
will  be  no  more  successful  than  the  Mission  Cultural  Center's 
attempt  to  get  renovation  money  from  the  Performing  Arts  Loan 
Fund,  because  the  PAF  is  not  available  to  City  facilities,  by 
1  aw. 

Ron  Gal  legos.  President  of  the  Friends  of  the  San  Francisco  Arts 
Commission,  which  acts  as  fiscal  receiver  for  WACC ,  stated  that 
"The  Ball  is  in  the  AC ' s  Court  right  now.   The  MOU  determines 
what  group  in  the  community  this  Commission  chooses  to  recognize 
as  the  governing  body  of  that  facility." 

He  stated  that  the  Friends'  role  is  affected,  in  that  the  absence 
of  a  clear  agreement  raises  the  question  of  who  do  they  recognize 
as  running  the  Center.   The  Friends  has  been  working  under  the 
conception  that  SOWACC ,  by  December,  having  received  their  501-C- 
3  status  and  other  legal  requirements,  would  be  in  a  position  to 
take  on  their  own  fiscal  work,  relieving  the  Friends  of  this 
responsi  bi 1 i ty . 

Director  Isaacs  read  SOWACC  Director  Gil  Gordon's  letter  to  Fe 
Bongolan,  dated  today,  into  the  record: 

"Dear  Ms.  Bongolan: 

As  Executive  Director  of  the  Western  Addition  Cultural  Center,  I 
have  made  several  attempts  at  coordinating  the  Board  of  Directors 
of  Wajumbe  Cultural  Institution,  African  American  Historical  and 
Cultural  Society  and  Supporters  of  the  Western  Addition  Cultural 
Center  to  meet  and  start  discussion  of  the  "New  Structure".   I 
have  been  unsuccessful.   Therefore,  I  am  removing  myself  from 
this  role  as  arbitrator  and  putting  100^  of  my  energies  as 
functioning  as  a  cultural  director.   I  suggest  a  facilitator  be 
brought  in  to  communicate  with  the  various  Boards.

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At  Commissioner  Sklar's  request,  Commission  Secretary  Lemora 
Martin  re-read  the  Resolution  of  Intention  No.  806-90-271, 
adopted  by  the  Commission  on  August  6,  1990: 

"Motion  of  Intention  to  enter  into  a  Memorandum  of  Understanding 

for  one  year  with  the  Supporters  of  the  Western  Addition  Cultural 
Center,  details  to  be  worked  out  in  Committee  with  staff  and  with 
the  advice  of  the  City  Attorney." 

Discussion  continued.   Director  Isaacs  stated  that  the  political 
climate  around  this  issue  has  changed  considerably  since  this 
Resolution  of  Intention  was  passed.   The  African  American 
Historical  Society  has  some  questions  about  actual  available 
space  at  the  Center  and  Supervisor  Kennedy's  Office  has  taken  a 
less  assertive  role. 

Fe  Bongolan  again  departed  to  try  to  reach  Kathryn  Pennypacker. 

Discussion  occurred  concerning  possible  consequences  should  the 
MOD  be  signed,  and  then  the  lease  is  suddenly  ready  to  be  signed, 
e.g.  does  the  MOU  become  invalid. 

A  special  meeting  was  proposed  for  next  week  to  consider  signing 
the  MOU,  after  checking  with  the  City  Attorney  in  the  meantime  as 
to  the  advisability  of  doing  so. 

Fe  Bongolan  returned.   She  was  unable  to  speak  with  Kathryn 
Pennypacker  or  Buck  Delventhal,  but  was  advised  by  the  City 
Attorney's  Office  that  the  Commissioners  should  be  momentarily 
cautious  until  they  can  verify  the  hearsay. 

Commissioner  Sklar  requested  that  Claude  Everhart  and  Kathryn 
Pennypacker  be  present  at  this  special  meeting. 

Commissioners  agreed  to  meet  on  September  17,  Monday,  at  1:30 
p.m. 

The  following  resolution  was  MOVED  by  Commissioner  Rosekrans, 
SECONDED,  and  unanimously  ADOPTED:

VII.  UNFINISHED  BUSINESS 

State/Local  Partnership  Program  Committee  Report  -  Leah  Forbes 

1.  Jean  Lee  Wong  Contract/Final  Payment  Approval 

Commissioners  unanimously  agreed  to  place  the  following  item  on 
the  Agenda: 

The  following  Resolution  was  MOVED  by  Commissioner  Kriken, 
SECONDED,  and  unanimously  ADOPTED: 

RESOLUTION  NO.  905-90-303:   RESOLVED,  That  the  Arts       ADOPTED 

Commission  approves  the  final  payment  of  $1,114.00  to 
Jean  Lee  Wong  for  her  services  in  conjunction  with  the 
Multicultural  Arts  Survey  undertaken  by  the  State/Local 
Partnership  Program.   The  Original  contract  was  approved 
by  Resolution  #126-89-359. 

2.  Report/Presidio  Symposium  of  August  23rd 

ArtHouse  Coordinator  Jennifer  Spangler  gave  a  brief  report. 

The  Presidio  Task  Force  For  The  Arts  was  put  together  to  come  up 
with  arts-related  uses  for  the  Presidio,  for  presentation  to  the 
Presidio  planning  team.  Forty  arts  organizations  attended.  She 
described  the  meeting.  A  summary  of  the  discussion,  provided  by 
the  two  facilitators,  will  be  distributed  to  the  Arts 
Commissioners.   Some  discussion  followed. 

3.  Mission  Bay  Development  Agreement 

Leah  Forbes  reported  that  this  Agreement  is  proposed  to  be  signed 
on  September  13.   There  is  a  lengthy  discussion  of  the  cultural 
facilities  and  the  live/work  units  in  the  State/Local  Program 
Committee  Minutes  of  August  21.   She  noted  an  error  in  these 
Minutes,  stating  that  there  are  100  additional  live/work  units 
sought  over  and  above  the  250  mentioned  in  the  minutes.   This 
additional  request  will  not  encroach  upon  any  affordable  housing 
already  set  aside  for  Mission  Bay.   Commissioners  may  be 
approached  for  support  on  Proposition  "I",  which  would  exempt 
Mission  Bay  from  the  earlier  Proposition  "M"  restrictions  on  City 
development.   There  is  considerable  controversy  brewing  over  this 
proposed  exemption. 

4.  1992  Conference  of  The  Association  of  American  Cultures: 
Consideration  of  San  Francisco  as  host  City,  with 
financial  commitment  by  the  Arts  Commission 


The  TAAC  Board  is  soliciting  letters  of  interest  from  the  west 
coast  to  sponsor  the  1992  conference.   $25,000.00  must  be  raised 
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by  the  locale  by  spring  1991.   The  CAC  can  put  up  $25,000  - 
$60,000  after  July,  1991.   Six  months  prior  to  the  actual 
conference,  the  host  city  will  provide  staff  support  to  organize 
the  conference.   A  formal  proposal  must  be  submitted  by  December, 
1990.   Los  Angeles  is  the  only  other  serious  contender  at  this 
poi  nt . 

Commissioners  stated  concerns  about  committing  themselves  and  the 
staff  to  this  conference  so  far  in  advance,  and  knowing  so  little 
about  it.   They  cited  that  the  staff  is  overburdened  already. 
They  also  wished  to  know  how  San  Francisco  would  benefit,  in 
exchange  for  the  effort  and  money  expended. 

Fe  Bongolan  suggested  that  a  special  informational  meeting  be 
held  with  Juan  Carrillo  of  the  CAC,  and  also  a  former  TAAC 
member,  to  clarify  the  conference  and  address  concerns. 

She  and  Forbes  described  the  recent  TAAC  Conference  in  Oklahoma. 
Forbes  noted  that  by  having  the  conference  here,  an  affirmative 
posture  is  given  to  the  desire  to  facilitate  the  continuing 
momentum  of  unity  and  coming  together.   San  Francisco  has  needed 
this  for  a  long  time. 

Bongolan  noted  that  this  time,  a  Pacific  Rim  focus  is  favored,  as 
previous  conferences  dealt  with  African,  Hispanic,  and  Native 
American  themes. 

5.  Arts  Commission/Mission  Bay  Relationship  -  Discussion 

Commissioner  Kriken  stated  for  the  record  that  he  is  the  master 
architect  for  Catellus  Corporation,  the  developer  for  Mission 
Bay.   He  asked  if  the  Commission  will  be  asked  to  vote  on  Mission 
Bay.   He  stated  that  he  would  have  to  abstain,  to  avoid  a 
conflict  of  interest  situation.   Leah  Forbes  stated  that  while  it 
is  private  land,  there  are  aspects  that  the  Commission  will 
become  involved  in,  e.g.  percent  for  art.   The  Cultural  Center  to 
be  built  will  eventually  be  turned  over  to  the  City  to  run. 
Brief  discussion  followed. 

6.  State  of  the  Friends  of  the  SFAC  -  Ron  Gall egos,  President 

Mr.  Gal  legos  stated  that  the  Friends  can  provide  basic  fiscal 
services  for  AC  Programs  for  the  duration  of  this  fiscal  year. 
The  Friends'  funding  is  tied  directly  to  the  fiscal  fees  it 
receives  for  these  services.   If  WACC  takes  over  its  own  fiscal 
management  after  December,  as  was  originally  intended,  the 
Friends  will  be  without  that  source  of  revenue.   This  was  also 
the  original  plan  for  Bayview  Opera  House.   In  effect,  the 
Friends  job  in  this  area  was  to  "do  itself  out  of  a  job". 
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However,  the  Friends  must  face  defining  and  determining  what 
their  role  will  be,  if  any,  with  regard  to  their  continued 
existence.   A  Decision  will  be  made  by  the  Board  in  December,  and 
implemented  from  December  through  June,  1991.   Legally,  they  must 
stay  in  force  until  Festival  2000  leases  they  signed  come  to  full 
cycle  and  until  Festival  2000  has  made  final  reports  to  granting 
agencies. 

He  stated  that  the  developmental  part  of  the  initial  scheme  for 
the  Friends  never  came  to  fruition.   They  can  do  development  or 
events  for  the  Arts  Commission  if  they  can  get  more  contributed 
time;  however,  this  must  be  a  partnership  with  the  Commission  and 
his  Board  working  closely  together. 

The  Friends  are  operating  month  to  month  at  this  time,  and  will 
keep  the  AC  informed. 

7.    Paul  Haynes  -  SOWACC  Director 

Mr.  Haynes  expressed  his  dismay  that  the  MOU  was  not  signed 
today,  as  indicated  in  last  month's  Resolution  of  Intention.   He 
asked  for  an  explanation,  and  Commissioner  Sklar  summed  up  for 
him  the  earlier  discussion  at  today's  meeting. 

VIII.  NEW  BUSINESS 

1.    Civic  Design  Review  Committee/Delegation  of  Staffing 
Responsibi 1 i ties 

Commissioner  Kriken  stated  that  he  wished  to  discuss  issues  and 
work  buildup  arising  as  a  result  of  the  absence  of  Committee 
staff  liaison  Dennis  Rumsey,  due  to  illness.   He  wished  to  have 
an  understanding  as  soon  as  possible  what  staff  will  back  up  his 
posi  tion . 

He  referred  to  a  phone  message  from  Scott  Smith  regarding 
defacing  of  the  Harvey  Milk  Plaza  by  Muni,  referred  to  him  by 
Commission  Secretary  Lemora  Martin.   He  took  the  call  because  he 
knew  there  was  no  one  to  take  it,  but  stated  that  he  wished  to 
get  this  back  into  the  hands  of  the  AC  staff. 

Commissioner  Sklar  stated  that  it  is  essential  that  the 
Commissioners  know  the  schedules  of  the  Director  and  Assistant 
Director  during  this  transition  period.   She  stated  that  the 
imminent  departures  of  both  these  staff  members  are  affecting  all 
Agency  functions,  not  just  Civic  Design.   No  new  people  can  be 
hired  at  this  point,  as  this  will  be  up  to  the  next  Director. 
However,  there  is  an  overwhelming  amount  of  work  and  some 
decisions  must  be  made. 
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Director  Isaacs  stated  that  Mr.  Scott's  issue  involves  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  and  has  nothing  to  do  with  the  Arts 
Commission,  and  she  wondered  why  he  was  not  referred  back  there. 

Lemora  Martin  clarified  that  Mr.  Scott  is  the  Executor  of  Harvey 
Milk's  estate,  and  the  initiator  of  the  Harvey  Milk  Plaza 
Project.   This  Project  has  a  connection  to  the  Arts  Commission, 
as  Mr.  Smith  initially  made  a  presentation  to  the  Commission  in 
1985,  and  received  approval  for  wording  on  the  plaque  at  the 
park.   He  was  adamant  that  he  wished  to  speak  with  someone  at  the 
Agency,  and  insisted  that  his  call  be  referred  to  the  Chair  of 
Civic  Design  in  the  absence  of  the  appropriate  staff.   Hence,  she 
referred  the  call  to  Commissioner  Kriken. 

Director  Isaacs  stated  that  she  will  be  staffing  Civic  Design 
until  a  decision  is  made  regarding  this  responsibility.   She 
stated  that  staff  in  Collections  Management  and  Public  Art  will 
likely  have  to  take  on  extra  responsibilities  besides  only  their 
specific  Programs. 

She  stated  that  the  AC  can  make  a  special  request  before  the 
Budget  Director  and  the  Mayor  to  charge  fees  for  Civic  Design 
Review  to  pay  for  a  half-time  position  to  administer  the  Program. 
This  will  not  come  out  of  the  General  Fund  and  it  is  not 
forbidden  by  the  Charter.   She  urged  the  Commissioners  to  join 
with  her  in  doing  this,  given  the  Agency's  looming  staffing 
crisis.   A  job  description  for  this  position  has  been  written  up. 


The  Director  and  Commissioners  agreed  to  begin  an 
campaign  to  this  end.

Commissioner  Sklar  read  the  second  part  of  the  initial 
recommendation  into  the  record:   Submission  to  the  Board,  without 
Arts  Commission  recommendation,  the  following  proposal  for 
temporary  Street  Artist  spaces:   5  spaces  on  Stockton  Street, 
west  side,  O' Parrel  1  to  Geary;  8  spaces  on  Geary  Street,  south 
side,  Stockton  to  Powell;  and  any  new  spaces  so  requested  by  the 
Street  Artists  that  would  require  exemptions  from  regulations. 
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Commissioner  Eichelbaum  gave  background  on  this  recommendation. 
Initially  the  Street  Artists  Program  Committee  voted  not  to 
recommend  these  spaces  to  the  Arts  Commission  for  approval.   The 
Street  Artist  Liaison  Committee,  however,  desired  to  submit  a 
request  directly  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  anyway. 

Discussion  occurred  among  members  of  the  Commission  and  the 
following  points  were  raised: 

1.  In  order  to  get  rid  of  the  bogus  charitable  solicitors, 
Arts  Commissioners  are  virtually  forced  into  not  supporting 
the  Street  Artists  who  create  a  unique  product,  and  who 
are  their  constituents. 

2.  People  who  are  there  illegally  must  be  eliminated.   The 
merchants  association  should  work  with  the  Arts  Commission 
to  get  rid  of  them.   The  merchants  have  a  certain  amount 
of  influence  in  ensuring  that  the  area  is  policed. 

3.  This  area  is  very  congested  at  the  present  time  and  no  new 
congestion  should  be  authorized.

The  following  points  were  raised: 

1.  The  time  extension  is  crucial  to  the  artists  because  it 
increases  the  chances  of  more  artists  having  a  lottery 
chance  at  the  prime  downtown  selling  spaces.   Assignment  of 
spaces  is  determined  by  lottery.   The  same  will  be  true  of 
the  new  proposed  spaces. 

2.  The  streets  of  the  Union  Square  area  are  desperately 
crowded  with  people  already.   There  should  not  be  added  to 
this  congestion  more  selling  spaces  in  this  area. 

3.  The  bottom  line  is  whether  we,  as  citizens  of  this  City, 
are  going  to  help  each  other.   No  one  should  obstruct 
anyone  else  from  making  money. 

4.  The  Street  Artists  are  willing  to  have  smaller  displays 
to  help  relieve  the  congestion. 

5.  The  Chamber  of  Commerce  sees  the  Street  Artist  presence  in 
the  Union  Square  Area  as  aesthetically  displeasing  and 
unsafe .

Francisco  City  College  voted  to  approve  moving  the  mural  from  the 
theatre  to  the  new  library.   Some  discussion  occurred. 

Embarcadero  Arts  Master  Plan 

Commissioner  LaRocca  reported  that  Roger  Berry  has  been  working 
well  with  the  Bechtel  Design  Team.   His  contract  is  nearly 
completed,  and  he  will  be  making  recommendations  to  the  full 
group.   Commissioner  LaRocca  also  mentioned  that  Bechtel  had  made 
a  presentation  of  their  design  to  a  special  joint  meeting  of  the 
Visual  Arts  and  Civic  Design  Committees.

Consent  Calendar  Item  10 

Commissioner  Genera  reported  that  his  Committee  had  found  street 
artist  Hubert  Emerson  Ortis  in  violation,  for  the  second  time,  of 
the  Street  Artist  Ordinance  by  selling  in  illegal  locations.   The 
Committee  was  recommending  that  his  certificate  be  suspended  for 
six  weeks,  and  also  that  a  warning   be  given  him  on 
abuse/harassment.   In  December  1989,  the  full  Commission  had 
found  Mr.  Ortis  in  violation  by  selling  in  illegal  areas,  and,  in 
lieu  of  suspending  his  certificate  for  three  weeks,  the 
Commission  had  warned  him  that  any  future  such  violation  would 
result  in  the  standard  six-week  suspension  of  certificate  for 
second  violation.   Commissioner  Genera  asked  that  the  Commission 
uphold  his  Committee's  recommendation  to  suspend  Mr.  Ortis' 
certificate  for  six  weeks. 

Program  Director  Howard  Lazar  briefly  gave  background  to  the 
case.   In  1989,  Mr.  Ortis  was  found  by  the  Commission  in 
violation  by  selling,  on  several  occasions,  in  a  white  curb  zone 
behind  the  Charthouse  Restaurant  at  the  Cannery.   The  Commission, 
by  resolution,  gave  him  its  warning.   But  in  the  following  spring 
and  summer,  Mr.  Ortis  was  again  observed  selling  in  non- 
designated  areas,  primarily  the  same  white  zone.   Photographs 
were  taken  and  submitted  to  the  Commissioners.   Today,  the 
Commission  was  being  asked  to  impose  the  six-week  suspension  as 
it  had  so  warned  Mr.  Ortis  last  year. 
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Hubert  Ortis  Testimony 

Hubert  Emerson  Ortis  spoke  in  an  appeal  of  this  recommendation. 
He  showed  samples  of  his  jewelery  design  and  described  the 
jewelery  fabrication  process.   He  stated  that  he  set  up  at  a 
different  spot  to  avoid  selling  next  to  other  artists  who  were 
selling  duplicates  of  his  designs  at  reduced  prices.   He  stated 
that  he  set  up  at  a  different  spot  to  avoid  selling  next  to  other 
artists  who  were  selling  duplicates  of  his  designs  at  reduced 
prices.   When  he  initially  joined  the  Program,  he  said,  his  work 
was  unique.   He  said  that  the  screening  process  insufficiently 
monitors  --and  is  negligent  in  establishing  originality  of-- 
work.   He  also  stated  that  the  lottery  has  consistently  failed  to 
give  him  a  good  selling  space.   When  it  does,  he  said,  those 
artists  next  to  him  are  selling  copies  of  his  work.   The  lottery 
is  rigged  to  consistently  give  better  spaces  to  some  than  to 
others. 

Mr.  Lazar  stated  that  the  topic  of  "originality"  of  street  art 
had  already  been  researched,  at  the  Program's  request,  by  the 
City  Attorney's  office  and  that  the  City  Attorney's  response  was 
on  file.   He  further  stated  that  the  question  of  "originality" 
should  not  be  considered  as  a  justification  for  Mr.  Ortis' 
blatant  disregard  of  the  law. 

Street  Artist  Inspector  Barbara  Noakes  responded  that  these 
issues  were  being  raised  by  Mr.  Ortis  to  divert  Commissioners 
from  the  actual  matter  at  hand,  i.e.  selling  in  a  non-designated 
area.   There  are,  she  stated,  mechanisms  for  examining  fairness 
within  the  lottery.   Furthermore,  Mr.  Ortis  has  never  actually 
named  anyone  who  is  copying  his  designs,  nor  has  he  made  a 
formal,  written  complaint.   He  has,  she  said,  interrupted  the 
lottery  procedure  with  harassment  and  has  verbally  harassed  her 
during  routine  inspections. 

The  Commissioners  and  Howard  Lazar  concurred  that  while  the  issue 
at  hand  has  several  other  issues  within  its  context,  e.g. 
monitoring  originality  of  street  artist  work,  the  main  matter  on 
the  table  today  was  selling  out-of-bounds. 

The  time  period  in  which  Mr.  Ortis  would  serve  his  suspension  was 
discussed.   Mr.  Lazar  stated  that  the  suspension  cannot  go  into 
effect  any  sooner  than  15  days  from  the  date  on  which  the 
Commission  makes  its  decision,  as  the  Charter  requires  this 
length  of  time  to  allow  Mr.  Ortis  to  go  to  the  Board  of  Permit 
Appeals  if  he  wishes.   Commissioners  could  elect  to  defer  the 
suspension  to  another  time  of  year,  as  was  done  in  another  street 
artist  case  by  the  Board  of  Permit  Appeals.   The  Commissioners 
decided  to  break  the  suspension  time  into  two  three-week 
sections,  to  be  deferred  until  after  the  peak  Christmas  selling 
season . 
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Brief  discussion  about  the  lottery  process  occurred. 
Commissioner  Genera  stated  that  the  Street  Artists  Liaison 
Committee  recently  voted  not  to  change  the  lottery.

She  stated  that 
announcements  will  be  forthcoming  and  noted  an  enthusiastic 
article  about  the  greenhouse  that  appeared  in  a  recent  issue  of 
the  San  Francisco  Chronicle. 

Festival  Committee  -  Amalia  Mesa-Bains.  Chair 

Commissioner  Mesa-Bains  thanked  the  Commissioners  for  their 
willingness  to  help  retire  debts  owed  community  artists,  in  the 
wake  of  Festival  2000. 

Music  Committee  Meeting  -  Vernon  Alley.  Chair 

Commissioner  Alley  briefly  reported  on  the  meeting  of  October  24. 
Final  figures  for  the  POPS  concerts  were  not  available  at  that 
time,  but  should  be  forthcoming.   Anne  Smith  will  be  assuming 
staff  liaison  responsibilities  for  this  Committee  until 
expiration  of  her  contract  on  January  31,  and  will  obtain  final 
figures  from  the  Symphony.   The  next  meeting  will  occur  on 
November  19. 

Literature  Committee  -  Stanley  Eichelbaum,  Chair  -  No  report. 

State/Local  Partnership  Program  Committee  -  Rai  Okamoto.  Chair 

a)    Joint  Hearings  on  the  Arts  Policy  Plan 

The  first  formal  public  hearing,  to  be  held  jointly  with  the  Arts 
Commission  and  Planning  Commission,  will  likely  be  scheduled  in 
early  December.   Brief  discussion  occurred  regarding  the  best 
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date.   Commissioner  Morales  noted  that  Thursdays  will  likely  be 
best  for  the  Planning  Commissioners,  as  this  is  their  regular 
weekly  meeting  day. 

Program  Coordinator  Leah  Forbes  provided  clarification  on  the 
status  of  the  Arts  Policy  Plan.   The  third  draft  --  a  Draft 
Proposal  For  Citizen  Review   —  has  been  distributed  to  all 
members  of  the  most  recent  cluster  groups,  which  were  peer 
groups,  and  all  members  of  previous  focus  groups,  which  were  a 
cross-section  of  people.   Announcements  of  upcoming  hearings  have 
been  sent  to  another  100  or  so  people  who  have  expressed 
interest.   She  proposed  distributing  a  synopsis  of  comments 
received  on  this  Draft,  so  as  to  give  both  Arts  and  Planning 
Commissioners  an  overview  of  feelings  about  it,  prior  to  an 
actual  public  hearing;  particularly  since  these  comments  will  not 
have  been  incorporated  into  the  actual  document.   Some  more 
discussion  occurred. 

b)  Arts  Uses  of  the  Presidio 

Leah  Forbes  reported  that  the  report  on  arts  uses  for  the 
Presidio  has  been  distributed  to  approximately  130  groups  of 
people.   This  report  has  also  been  sent  to  Arts  Commissioners  and 
the  Planning  Commission,  which  has  a  role  in  reviewing  guidelines 
for  the  Presidio.   The  Park  Service  is  hosting  a  meeting  at  the 
NCO  Club,  on  the  Presidio,  on  November  14,  at  7:30  p.m., 
concerning  suggested  planning  guidelines  for  the  use  of  the  base. 

c)  Open  Studios 

Leah  Forbes  distributed  a  copy  of  the  catalogue  of  the  current 
San  Francisco  Open  Studios  for  the  Commissioners'  perusal. 

d)  The  Future  of  the  State/Local  Partnership  Program 

Commissioner  Sklar  reported  that  the  Finance  Committee  has  not 
moved  on  a  budget  for  the  next  year  for  this  Program,  but  rather 
only  for  a  6  month  period,  awaiting  a  report  concerning  the 
future  of  State/Local,  e.g.  reorganization.

Greg  Williams/Williams  &  Tanaka 

Mr.  Williams  presented  a  model  and  described  several  changes  to 
the  model  since  it  was  last  viewed  by  the  Commissioners:   Due  to 
the  passage  of  a  bond  issue,  laundry  and  food  service  facilities 
will  be  located  at  another  site,  and  the  fifth  floor  space 
originally  allotted  for  this  purpose  is  no  longer  necessary. 
Therefore,  the  rooftop  has  been  redesigned  with  a  continuous  12 
foot  high  wire  screen  proposed  to  fill  in  the  area.   Also,  the 
asymmetry  of  the  original  notch  in  this  fifth  floor  structure  is 
no  longer  an  issue. 

He  described  several  other  features  of  the  building  --  the 
ceramic  frit  facade,  and  wire  screens. 

Discussion  occurred  regarding  the  rooftop  area.   Commissioners 
liked  the  screen,  and  were  supportive  of  a  possible  rooftop 
gardening  program.   Lieutenant  Le  Vigne  of  the  Sheriff's 
Department  stated  that  they  have  two  years  to  raise  the  funds  for 
the  screens.

WHEREAS,  the  Arts  Commission  has  participated  in  the  urban 
design  process  through  a  designated  staff  liaison,

RESOLVED,  that  the  Commission  makes  the  recommendations  based 
on  this  philosophy: 

1.  The  promenade  paving  material  should  be  asphalt. 
Pedestrian  crosswalks  should  also  be  asphalt  with  white 
thermo-pl asti c  lines  applied  to  differentiate  the 
pedestrian  zone  from  the  roadway. 

2.  If  the  Port  Commission  ultimately  decides  to  accept 
concrete  as  the  promenade  paving  material,  the  Arts 
Commission  recommends  that  the  concrete  be  dark  in 
coloration.   A  3  foot  paving  grid  is  recommended  with  a 
matte  surface  treatment  subject  to  a  sample  approval  by 
the  Civic  Design  Committee.   No  paving  embellishments 

are  recommended  with  the  exception  of  the  zone  surrounding 
the  promenade  buildings  which  should  be  treated  with 
minimum  to  no  embellishment. 

3.  The  Arts  Commission  recommends  a  concrete  paving 
treatment  in  the  median  areas  and  strongly  opposes  the 
use  of  any  imitation  matrials  such  as  baumamte.

proposed  for  the  promenade.   The  placement  of  the  furniture 
should  be  circumstantial,  related  to  where  people  would 
want  to  sit  to  view  the  Bay,  to  rest,  or  to  view  the  art 
program. 

Finance  Committee  -  Barbara  Sklar.  Chair 

Laura  Simpson  of  the  Friends  of  the  San  Francisco  Arts  Commission 
reported  that  the  Friends  have  decided  to  use  available  funds  of 
about  $43,000.00  to  pay  for  Festival  2000's  leased  computers, 
which  they  are  legally  required  to  do.   This  will  effectively 
drain  their  financial  reserves,  and  they  will  go  out  of  business 
after  December  31,  1990. 

At  the  Finance  Committee  Meeting  of  December  4,  the  Friends  had 
requested  $29,000.00  from  the  Arts  Commission  to  stay  in  business 
through  June  of  1991,  but  the  Committee  felt  it  could  not  commit 
the  funds  to  this. 

Commissioner  Sklar  thanked  the  Board  and  staff  of  the  friends  for 
their  assistance  to  the  Arts  Commission. 

Some  discussion  occurred  among  Commissioners  about  the  demise  of 
the  Friends,  and  whether  it  will  be  permanent  or  temporary,  and 
the  need  of  the  Arts  Commission  to  find  another  fiscal  agent. 

Gallery  Director  Anne  Meissner  stated  for  the  record,  as  a  point 
of  clarification,  that  the  Friends  are  not  just  the  fiscal 
receiver,  but  also  serve  as  the  non-profit  component  of  the  Arts 
Commission.   They  provide  the  Gallery  with  eligibility  for  grants 
and  non-profit  status.   If  they  go  dormant,  the  Arts  Commission 
must  revive  non-profit  representation  as  soon  as  possible.

Commissioner  Healy  introduced  three  items:

2 :00  p.m. 

b)  An  invitation  from  Debra  Lehane  to  view  nine  murals 
from  the  Panama  Pacific  International  Exposition,  on 
view  in  the  Herbst  Theater  Tuesday,  December  18,  from 
1:30-4:30  p.m.;  and  on  Wednesday,  December  19,  from 
9:00-12:00  a.m.   This  is  an  opportunity  to  see  murals 
from  the  1915  fair  which  have  not  been  seen  for  75  years. 

The  Arts  Commission  received  a  grant  from  the  Fleishhacker 
Foundation  to  uncrate,  inspect  and  physically  assess 
murals  which  have  been  in  storage  in  the  basement  of 
the  War  Memorial  since  the  building  opened  in  the  early 
30's.   Working  with  the  War  Memorial,  it  is  hoped  that 
perhaps  homes  for  some  of  the  murals  will  be  found. 

c)  Sheriff's  Facility  Art  Enrichment  -  Susan  Pontious 

The  artists,  Doug  Hollis,  Carl  Cheng,  and  Vicki  Scuri  have 
completed  their  final  designs. 
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Doug  Mollis  has  designed  a  ceramic  frit  facade  for  the  north 
face  of  the  building  and  a  moire  screening  around  rooftop 
mechanical  components.   Members  of  the  Visual  Arts  Committee 
have  seen  a  detailed  maquette  of  these  components. 

Carl  Cheng  has  designed  a  waffle  effect  between  the  windows 
on  the  back  wall  of  the  new  facility,  which  extrude,  and 
those  of  the  Hall  of  Justice,  making  them  correspond  exactly 
in  placement  to  each  other.   He  has  also  designed  heliostats 
to  go  on  top  of  the  lightwells,  to  maximize  the  sunlight 
coming  into  the  space.   He  has  designed  a  meditation  space 
into  one  of  the  atrium  areas.   A  gardening  program  and 
greenhouse  have  been  proposed  for  the  other  atrium  area. 

Vicki  Scuri  has  designed  the  plaza  entry  in  the  facility, 
defined  by  a  series  of  concrete  "throw  rugs"  with  imagery 
derived  from  the  Sheriff's  seven  pointed  star.   The  work 
also  includes:   A  curvilinear,  tilted  plane  of  grass  which 
skirts  the  front  curve  of  the  structure,  rising  from 
ground  level  at  the  entrance  to  6 '  on  the  north  face; 
seven  sycamore  trees;  a  driveway  treatment  characterized  by 
fringe  of  the  largest  throw  rug,  which  serves  to  stripe  and 
announce  to  pedestrians  and  drivers  the  public  pedestrian 
space  of  the  plaza  and  entry  way;  a  circular,  custom  seating 
element  for  the  lobby,  based  on  the  "star  car";  and  a  16' 
high,  8'  wide  exhaust  vent,  which  serves  as  a  sculptural 
element  on  the  plaza. 

Brief  discussion  occurred,  and  the  Commissioners  unanimously 
agreed  to  place  the  following  Motion  on  the  Agenda.
